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Arrest of Two Women for DefraudingShopkeepers.

How the Work Wu Planned and Executed.
Shadowing the Operaton.The Furnished
Room Dodge.Prepared for Eaeape in
Men's Clothee.The Yictimiied Firmi.

Two women, named Eva St. Valerie, allaa be Sage,
and Llbbie Davis, were arrested on Sunday evening
by Detectives Woolurldge and Lilly. Tbese women
have been going around amons the different stores
In the city for the past three months buying goods
ordering them to be sent to a certain residence aDd,
when the property was delivered there, disappear-
lug with it. They were usually assisted by a man,
who 1b not yet, however, In the hands of the
police, although there is Uitle doubt that he soon
will be, as he Is Known. This man generally laid the
plan of

thb intended swindle,
and the women carried out the details. From one
of the morning papers he wonld select a house that
advertised furnished rooms, and going to the place
in the course ot the day, he would hire rooms for
two ladies, and then inform them of the locality of
their new residence. The next thmg to settle would
be the store that should lurnish the material,
and in tne course ol a stroll through the principal
thoroughfares this was decided upon. As soon as

everything was In order the ladles, or sometimes
only one, went into the store and purchased a

quantity of goods, invariably laces or such light,
valuable materials as conld be easily disposed of,
and gave directions to the person from whom the
purchase was made to send them to
tho house, giving the address. When the
porter of the establishment where the
goods were bought, went to the house with the
articles, one or the ladies would receive him in the
parlor politely, aslt him to wait a moment while she
was showing the merchandise to her sister or husband,and

then taking the goods
from the unsuspecting messenger the ladies would
disappear irom the house with the booty and leave
the porter airing his expectations at the stove in
the parlor, it was only when the amounts of
the purchases were trifling that both the
women engaged in it; but when tney intended to go
largely into the business one remained at the house
and the other went to the store where the purchases
were to be made. For months past these parties
have been carrying on this trade in the city, but
nrst ou vaiaiv id nu uiu uuuu, auu iiiw uouu ujjci iltlngfor years In almost all the principal cities In
the country. In Boston, Philadelphia, Cincinnati
ana Chicago she is well known, and has
no doubt appropriated a large quantity of
property In those places. The workings of the trio
In New York first became known to the police hero
through the medium of the merchants and shopkeeperswho had suffered from the visits of St.
Valerie & Co. Day after day for some time past
gentlemen have been calling upon Captain Irving,

at tub detective office,
complaining of their losses and soliciting the
assistance of the police in bringing the thieves
to justice and saving other people. Captain,
detailed two ofilcers to look after the movements of
the swindlers, but they turned out to be too watchfuland clever to provoke an easy detection. Complaintsstill poured in upon the police, lor the women
seem to have continued their work with unabated
ardor, and Superintendent Kelso determined to put
a stop to the affair. Detectives Wooldndge ana
McL'ora were then commissioned to look alter the
case, and for weeks tney followed the lootsteps
of the oartles all over the city, without
at any time being able to locate them.
The detectives had exact descriptions ol the women,
and were In every way prepared to pounce upon
them the moment an opportunity occurred; but tue
women seemed to have au idea that somebody was
after them, and they kept out of the way most
effectually for a long ime. On Thursday last, however,the lona-iooked-for chance presented iiseir,
and tne officers were not slow to take advantage or

. It. On that afternoon the detectives were walkingup Broadway, on tlio lookout for the
ladles, when they most opportunely met them on the
west side of the street, near Tenth street. The officersfollowed the promenaders, and continued to

generation is rising which furnishes the army worsa
material than any other province. You see the importanceof iwieiy sanitary measures."
